The Germans saw the Monmouth sink 
and heard an explosion on board the 
Good Hope that -they~ believe sent the 
crippled flagship to the bottom. All 
that night the German cruiser Niirn- 
berg ‘searched the -seas for the Good 
Hope unsuccessfully. They picked up a 
radiogram directed to the flagship by 
the Glasgow. There was no reply. 

There were about 650 men on the Mon- 
mouth when she disappeared beneath 
the waves. Admiral Cradock had 900 
men, with him on board the Good Hope. 

Whether the ‘Glasgow and the trans- 
port. Otranto, which escaped. destruc- 
tion, ‘survivea the damage suffered is 
not known. The’ whereabouts also. of 
the German cruisers Leipzig and Bre- 
men remains in doubt. 

Further details of the first really tm- 
portant naval battle of the war became 
known from statements made by Ger- 
man officers. The latter’ did not hesi- 
tate to commend the bravery of the 
British in the uneven combat ‘and. inti- 
mated that an effort to save lives would 
have been made if the weather had per- 
mitted. The engagement was fought 
in the teeth of a norther that assumed.

Forced Back with Great Loss from 

the Nancy Region.

Amsterdam Hears’ That’ Germans

LONDON, Nov. 5.—How Mrs. Barton

I-am not at’ Hberty to mention. onthe

“After I had been standing there for 
what seemed a long time my chauffeur 
came up and begged me to retire to a 
safer spot. I had started back when

Czar Arrives at the Front. 


PETROGRAD, Nov. 5.—Emperor 


Nicholas has arrived at army - 
quarters.at the front. a 
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attempt of the Belgians and British 
to. push forward-along the North Sea 
“Coast under’ the. protection . of - the 
British gunboats. The Allies are not 
yet strong enough to take the ag- 
gressive in this field on the large scale 
necessary to force the German flank 
to retreat. However, this reconnoitring 
expedition shows the line that the 
Allies will take when they have com- 
‘pleted their preparations for the cam- 
paign to drive the Germans away from 
the coast, 

Both sides are now sending large re- 
inforceméhts to this field of operations. 
The British Territorials give them an 
available force of about 150,000 to aug- 
ment their armies in France. The Ger- 
mans have a similar body in their re- 
cruit class that was called into service 
on Aug: 1, which is now going to the 
front after three months of training. 
This body of young men, that would 
have reached 20 years of age during 
1915, furnished about 80,000 soldiers, 
who are now being distributed améng 
the forces on the battle lines. France 
has a similar reinforcement available 
from her 1915 class, which dmounts to 
about 400,000. men. 

The great preparations that are now 
being made presage a continuance of 
active operations in spite of the Win- 
try weather that is now ‘prevailing. 
The Germans ~ kept up their active 
campaign throughout the Winter of 
1870. In fact, the very hardships of 
the campaigning in the snow and 
freezing weather were an advantage 
for them, for. their well-organized mili- 
tary system provided ample supplies 
of all sorts, while" the hastily raised 
levies of French volunteers were un- 
able to get- sufficient supplies either 
of clothes or of food. 

In the later war of Japan against 
Russia in Manchuria in 1904 and 1905, 
the military operations were likewise 
carried on in spite of the severe Win- 
ter on the plains of Mukden. A large 
Part of the fighting of the recent 
Balkan war was also carried out dur- 
ing the Winter months. It seems 
then beyond question that neither side 
in the present war will assent to a 
truce during the coming Winter. 

The German retreat in East Prussia 
to Lyck and BiaHa places their 
army on a strongly fortified line, 
where their commanders are _ thor- 
oughly familiar with the country. 
Their manoeuvres in peace times in 
this district have taught their officers 
how best to make use of the lakes and 
marshes for entrapping a possible en- 
emy. The Germans have already 
shown in the early: days of the war 
their ability to make use of the mili- 


. tary possibilities of this district. This 


last move of the Germans is evi- 
dently part of a plan to Jeave in Hast 
Prussia the minimum force that can 
hold back the Russians in order to 
divert to other fields every man that 
can be spared from the fighting on 
this border. 

The capture of Kola on the Wartha 
River is an important gain for the 
Russians.. This is the most important 
town in Western Poland between Lodz 
and the border. Its situation in the 
main road on the direct line to Posen 
will make it an important base if the 
Russians are able to follow up. their 
present advantage with sufficient 
energy to carry them on to an invasion 
of Germany. The capture of this city 


also marks the most , westerly. point, . 


yet reached by the Russian armies 


during the present war. Kola is due 
south of Thorn, the great German 


fortress.on the Vistula River, and is _ 


only forty-five miles from the border. 
A Russian army. operating through 
this" point would be able to threaten 
the rear of the German defensive line 
- along the Vistula in West Prussia and 
te force the rapid retréat of the Ger- 
man Hast Prussian army. 
. No further news has been given out 
concerning the fighting in Southern 
Poland and Galicia since the Russian 
advance to Kielce and Sandomierz. 
The important. successes of the Rus- 
sians during the last two weeks have 
forced the’Germans to evacuate two- 
thirds of the territory that they had 
occupied in Poland, while the Russians 
still retain their hold-on all of Galicia 
east of Przemysl. 

Not only d6 the Russians now hold 
the advantage in the exchange of con- 
quered territory, but they also have a 
decidéd strategic advantage in the po- 
sition of their forces. Their armies 
seem well able to hold their positions 
at all-points-of the line, while the op- 
posite is true of the Austro-German 
forces.. Hsepcially at Kielce do they 
seem likely to give way before the 
Russian attacks. If the Russians can 
drive a wedge through the. hostile line 
at this point they will have a fifty- 
mile strata on the Austrians from 
Przemysl in a race for Cracow and 
the possession of the natural line of 
refteat for the Austrian forces. 

The latter would then have- no 
choice but to fall back into Hungary 
through the passes of the Carpathians. 
Such a move is difficult even for a 
.8mall forcé, When a large army has 
to move through a mountain pass 
it necessarily becomes ‘so strung out 
as to afford to an active enemy good 
opportunities: to strike at the flank 
of a marching column and thus cut 
off and capture large numbers at the 
rear. 

The promptness with which Russia, 
France, and Great Britain have start- 
ed to deliver their blows against the 
Ottoman Empire. shows that they 
have made careful preparations dur- 
ing recent weeks to counteract the 
effect. of Turkey’s entry into the war 
on the side of their opponents. The 
action of this country in turning 
against her historic protector now 
gives the British statesmen free rein 
in making plans for the termination 
of Moslem rule in Europe. 

For over a century Russia has been 
figting her way to the Mediterra- 
nean. It was only by the opposition 
of Great Britain that she was pre- 
vented from attaining this objective 
in 1854 at the time of the Crimean 
war, and again in 1878, when thc 
Russian armies had advanced to 3an 
Stefano on the outskirts of Constan- 
tinople. Russia has also marked for 
her own the provinces of Erzerum, 
Van, and Trebizond, which border on 
her trans-Caucasian territory. 

The interests of Great Britain in 
Turkish territory lie principally in 
Cyprus and Egypt and of the eastern 
shore of the Red Sea. France has al- 
ways had a religious interest in Pal- 
estine as protector there of the Ro- 
man Church. In Syria she also has 
large commercial interests. Germany 
has, in recent years, developed large 
commercial interests in Asia Minor 
and in Mesopotamia. Apparently the 
Turkish Empire will furnish prizes

Quarantine and Other Out- 
breaks Are Reported. — 


Disinfecting the Great Chicago 
Yards—Packers There Insist There 
Will Be No Famine. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—The work. of. dis- 
infecting the empty pens at the Chicago 
Union Stock Yards° began today in 
preparation for the complete shut- 
down because of foot and mouth dis- 
ease that will be in effect from Satur- 
day until Nov. 15. More than 800 men 
will be employed. There are 13,000 
pens, 725 chutes, and 25 miles of water 
troughs to be disinfected. 

Supplementing the Federal quarantine 
thé State Livestock Board has ordered 
a@ quarantine also, to take effect Satur- 
day, under which no cattle shipments 
are to be permitted between points 
within the State until. all cattle pens 
are disinfected ‘and pronounced usable 
by the State Board: The State action 
puts an absolute embargo not ‘only on 
the stock yards, but also on all the 
livestock receiving depots of the big 
meat packers. 

The meat packers insisted today, that 
there would be no tie-up of their. in- 
dustry, no scarcity of meat, and, except 
in the killing and some mechanical de- 


| partments, no dismissals of employes, as 


the present supplies of cattle were suf- 
ficient to keep the plants busy almost 
throughout the quarantine period. More 
than 15 per cent. of the acreage of the 
stock yards, it is reported, hag been 
disinfected. Business will be resumed as 
soon as the quarantine is lifted. — 
Few new cases of the cattle disease 
were. reported today. The 600 infected 
cattle, valued at $40,000, which yere held 
responsible for. the presence of the dis- 
ease in Chicago were dstroyed. Eighteen 


hibited last week at the National Dairy 


Show also were destroyed. B. J. Shan- 
ley State Veterinarian, said that the 
other prize cattle brought here from 
twenty States and Canada would be 
beld for developments, and if they were 
found infected all would be destroyed, 
even though it might-entail a loss of 
several million dollars. Among the 
prize stock saughtered was a pedigreed 
cow valued at 000. 

“Tilinois has decided to co-operate 
with the Federal Government-in every 
possible way,’’. said Mr. Shanley. ‘if 
the “disease should spread to the West- 
ern ranges we never would be able to 
rid the country of it.’’ 

On behalf of the packers #. E. White, 
director of Armour & Co., issued this 
statement. tonight: 

“ There is no occasion for excitement 
over the quarantine adopted by the 
Government and State authdrities. 
While the restrictions are drastic we 
all believe that they will be effective. 
There will be no material slacking of 
business. Killing floors will be idie 
for about a week and other depart- 
ments will work as usual, as we have 
ample supplies of products for all re- 
quirements,” 

Receipts of cattle, hogs, and sheep 
today were 53, head, or 13,000 less 
than those on Thursday a week ago. 
The decrease was mostly in hogs, prices 
of which advanced 25 to 50 cents, and 
in sheep, which rose 10 cents over yes- 
terday’s close. Cattle sold 10 to 20 cents 
higher than they did yesterday.

A retail meat dealer who went into 
the wholesale’ market yesterday to pur- 
chase supplies found that beef had ad- 
vanced in price 1% cents a pound, as 
a forerunner of: the closing of the 
Chicago stock yards. The managers of 
the large packing houses say that a 
further rise is inevitable, and} it is 
predicted that there will be an increase 
of at least 8 cents in wholesale prices 
next week. The cattle quarantine eStab- 
lished in, various States in the effort 
to stamp out the foot and mouth dis- 
ease is a-contributory cause, but one 
of the representatives of a big packing 
bouse said as about 50 per cent. of the 
meat reaching the New York market 
was from Chicago, there’ was nothing 
to do but to raise prices. The extent 
of the increase in prices would depend, 
he said, on market conditions, the cura- 
tion of the quarantine, and the law af 
supply and demand, With this condi- 
tion prevailing.in the wholesale marke 
it is likely. that the retail prices o 
meats will gd up from 3 to 5 cents a 
pound. ‘ 

Retail purcnasers have some consola- 
tion in the fact that within two days 
two steamships have brought Argentine 
beef to port. Tiis supply, it is likely, 
will undersell the native beef. - Inquiry 
among butchers who ca ge ‘sup- 
plies fn stock showed that they had no 
intention of increasing retail prices be- 
fore Monday. Emil Joseph of Wash-

Controller WiLu1aMs has. placed the 
banks of the Wall Street district 
undér obligation to him. . ‘But for his 
aid they would have been unable to 
give equal publicity to the fact that 
their rates for accommodation are so 
much more reasonable than those 
charged in other districts, where there 
is more pretense of running banks for 
popularity than for profit, Thanks to 
Mr. WILLtiIaMs it is now advertised 
throughout the country that there are 
only three banks in the lair of the 
money trust which charge over 6 
per cent. for call loans, and in these 
cases the higher rate, it appears, was 
determined by considerations of credit 
in a few special instances... That is 
a sort of logan which stands by itself 
to such an extent that there is a 
special statute in New York allowing 
rates to be charged on ‘call above 
those.on other loans, Yet the banks 
run. by., the ‘money: power, .i although 
taken by surprise by the Controller’s 
inquiry, are-able to show a clean bill 
of health on action taken voluntarily 
instead of by official requirement. 

Indeed, the Controller's interven- 
tion is more in favor of the banks 
than of their customers. Resentment 
at official intervention in a matter of 
no concern to: the currency has been 
expressed, and might find expression 
in an insistence upon freedom of ac- 
ticn. Perhaps gratitude to the Con- 
troller will inspire kinder thoughts. 
How could the banks equally well 
have certified to the country that 
they are not now exacting the 50 
per. ceént.-or more which has been 
How 
could ‘the banks of New York equally 
well have let the country know that 
they are accommodating all deserv- 
ing borrowers, on terms so satisfac- 
tory, and in relation to the: conditions 
of the cases respectively? Borrowers 
also are indebted to the Controller for 
not setting a rule for the banks, for 
a rule would require all rates tobe 
higher if the level were compulsory. 
The banks of. many sections of. the 
country. also are indebted to the Con- 
troller for not asking, questions of 
them. :The barfks of other sections 
may be said to be under a continuing 
obligation, for if the Controller should 
take it into his head to ask them 


|what their rates are, they would be 


in danger of an exposure which woula 
mfike Wall Street blush for its mod- 
eration. ; 

Nobody is asking relief for Wali 
Street, which is helping everybody 
who has a case for assistance on pub- 
lic grounds. Why, then; is the Con- 
troller so anxious about the Wall 
Street borrowers on call? It is from 
pure .good will. The Controller is 
actuated solely by the desire to get 
the facts before the country. The 
Controller has no grievance against 
Wall Street, and is solely desirous of 
giving certificates of character to its 
banks, even atthe risk of being 
thought’ meddlesome.

William-..Henry Walter « Montagu- 
Douglas-Scott, sixth Duke of Buccleuch, 
eighth Duke of Queensberry, Captain 
General of the Royal Company of Scot- 

tish Archers, Lord Lieutenant of 
Dumfriesshire, and chief of the clan of 
Scott; was born in 1831, and was the 
son of the fifth Duke and of Charlotte, 
daughter of the. second Marquess of 
Bath. He succeeded his father in 1884. 

He was educated at Eton and at 
Christ. Church, Oxford. From 1853 to 
1868; and again from.1874 to 1880, he 
was a Conservative Member of Parlia- 
ment from Midlothian, and from 1856 to 
1872 he served as Lieutenant Colonel of 
the Midlothian Yeomanry: He was also 
Master of the Buccleuch Fox Hounds. 

The Duke’s wife, who was before her 
marriage in 1859 Lady Louisa Hamilton, 
daughter of the first Duke of Abercorn,

further delay reopen for trading -in 
bonds and also for the re-estab- 
lishment to the extent to which 
that is possible of an open mar- 
ket in call money such as ordinarily is 
maintained on..the Stock Exchange. 
With a ‘proper recognition in banking 
circles of the inadvisability of hurrying 
the repayment of existing call loans, 
both ‘of\ these steps, it would appear, 
could be taken to-the advantage of ‘the 
situation as a whole.

Richard Krebs; the former inmate of 
the State Hospital for the Incane at 
Trenton, N. J., who murdered Mrs. 
Henry Rheil and shot her husband, a 
farmer, living near New Brunswick,

ty-seventh Street Station, when Mrs. 
Krebs ran into the station shortly after 
7 o'clock and pleaded for protection 
from the maniac. She told her story

to accompany her out-of the neighbor- 
hood.

794. Ninth Avenue: and had been sup- 
porting myself since I left him several 
years ago,” Mrs. Krebs told ¢he.police- 
man. ‘‘He came to the house several 
times and. tried to force his way in. 
‘"“ ‘This afternoon I read.of. the murder 
in the newspapers and feared that he 
would came ‘back. I was afraid to go 
home. at first, but. then decided to go 
and: was: walking up Ninth Avenue 
when, at Fifty-second Street, I saw a 
man standing in the shadow and glar- 
‘ing at: me.

Mrs. Krebs. has been living in a lodg- 
ing. house near Fifty-third Street. 
told the policeman’ that she would not 
go home last night, but would spend the 
night at the home of a brother in For- 
ty-seventh Street, near Ninth Avenue. 
At 794 Ninth Avenue it was said late 
last. night that Krebs was known to 
other persons living in the house, but 
that he-had not been seen there in the 
evening. (Police ,searched the vicinity 
in which Mrs. Krebs had seen her hus- 
band, but no trace of the murderer 
could be found. -Close watch was also 
kept on the tenement house at 222 St. 
Nicholas Avenue, near 121st Stret, where 
it was known that Krebs occasionally 
visited his sister, Mrs. E. Brehm. Mrs. 
Brehm died last Tuesday.. The janitor 
of the house said yesterday that Krebs 
‘was at the house on Tuesday, which was 
the day before the murder in New Jer- 
sey. and that he seemed deeply affected 
by his sister's death.
